WASHINGTON OP — President 
Eisenhow er 
Imlay 
announced a 
seven step program to spur horn* 
building, including elimination of 
down paym ent on GI home loan*. 


It said six of the stopt were a 
follow up to the housing bill bt 
signed earlier this week. 
The P resid ent said the program 
would give the im petus necessary 
to increase “ substantially" houa* 
ing starts this y ea r and provide 
jobs for m any workers in the con­ 
struction and other industries. 


The seven steps of the program 
six of them carryin g out provi­ 
sions of the new housing law— 
were listed by the White House 
as follows. 
—The veterans administrator bai 
rem oved 
the 2 per cent down­ 
paym ent requirem ent on GI loans 
effective 
today. 
V eterans, how­ 
ever, still must pay in cash th# 
closing costs on the loan. 
—The Federal Housing Admin­ 
istration has put Into effect, as of 
April I, the lower dow n-paym enta 
perm itted under the new housing 
law. The required 3 per cent down­ 
paym ent on 
FHA-insured 
horn# 
loans will now apply to the firit 
$10,000 of the loan. This will savt 
home buyers about $400 on me­ 
dium 
priced homes, 
the White 
House said. 
- The controls on fees, charges 
and discount m ortgages have been 
elim inated by both the FRA and 
VA 
“ This action will permit in­ 
terest yields on home mortgage! 
to be adjusted 
more flexibly to 
m arket conditions and will pro­ 
mote an increased flow of private 
funds to investm ent in federally 
underw ritten 
home 
m ortgag e!,’* 
the White House said 
—The VA raised the maximum 
interest rate on GI loans to 4H 
per cent effective today. The rat* 
had been 4 1-2 per cent. The new 
rate w as expected to increase fundi 
available for GI loans. 
—The FUA raised the maximum 
interest rate 
on 
military mort­ 
gages from 4 to 4 1-4 per cent ef­ 
fective April I. 
The Defense De­ 
p artm en t 
estim ates it will close 
contracts 
at 
the new rate for 
about 250 million dollars worth of 
housing for servicem en in the next 
three months. 
The projects will 
be built on military bases. 
—The President has released an­ 
other 325 million dollars to the Fed­ 
eral National M ortgage Assn. to 
buy KHA m ortgages.
